Presidential 
Candidate Cox 
Dies at 87 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—James M 
Cox, whose long and varied career 
carried him from a small Ohio 
farm to the threshold of the US 
presidency, died in his home here 
Monday night at the age of 87

Smad FROM HIS CONFES- 
sion of mistakes in the election 
campaign, General Pearkes’ latest 
statements seem to indicate that he 
has no intention of reducing the na- 
tion’s defence budget significantly 
As he said in the campaign, he still 
evidently believes that we cannot af- 
ford to make any drastic cut in our 
military services. 

His mistake (which he now ad- 
mits with admirable candor) was to 
make certain uninformed criticisms 
of the former defence administra- 
tion. He makes no mistake in his 
apparent resolve to maintain the 
military preparations that we can 
afford to pay for but cannot afford 
to disband at the moment. 

A world disarmament agreement, 
of course, would alter all such cal- 
culations but we are some way from 
that assurance. In strict military 
terms, the problem of Canada's de- 
fence is not decreasing; it is increas- 
ing with the development of new 
weapons, both in” complexity and 
cost. : 

If General Pearkes is determined 
to continue our present level of de- 
fence expenditure, perhaps with 
minor changes and economies, he ob- 
viously creates serious difficulties for 
his-colleague, the minister of finance

“It was the only incident of 
that sort which ever occured at 
the school. It was always the 
same lad. His friends think he 
may go through with the threat. 
There are other times when he 
has come to the school in an 
ugly mood.” 

The school board accepted a 
recommendation from Mr. Kelly 
that off-duty officers should be 
hired by the school and oversee 
night parties on school pre- 
mises. Other schools, including 
Victoria High School, take this 
precaution. 

The board will ask Esquimalt 
High School to make police ser- 
vices available for such events. 

But Mr. Kelly and other 
authorities who discussed the 
matter today, felt steps should 
be taken to halt the provision 
of liquor to juveniles. 

I agree these kids are get- 
ting liquor from somewhere,” 
said Mr. Kelly. “We had a case 
earlier. Some boys who turned 
up at some games said a man 
bought liquor for them. But 
they wouldn't divulge his name.” 

He said when rationing was 
n effect a buyer required proof 
of age before he could buy 
liquor 

“Doing away with that made 
it easier for them,” he said. 

Reports of other incidents in- 
volving teen-agers and liquor 
were gathered from the teach- 
ers, some of the youths them- 
selves and a janitor at a hall 
where a graduation party was 
held in June.

The janitor reported, and his 
Story was substantiated by a 
teacher that following the 
party, 40 small liquor bottles 
were found tucked under seats 
at the edge of the hall 

“It a case where 
adult chaperones went 
early,” the teacher stated. 

He emphasized a graduation 
party in the same hall a week 
earlier had been without inci- 
dent 

He laid the trouble with 
liquor to a.bold minority. 

Teen-agers, many of them 
high school students, boast of 
open sales in two or three 
jowntown cafes of “vanilla 
cokes”"—made with an inch of 
vanilla extract in the bottom of 
a giass filled with soft-drink.
